JAPS WANT VICTORY 
BEFORE FLEET ARRIVES 
Berlin, November 28.—A dispatch to The

| “It Is belleved about headquarers that 
‘the Japanese will make extraordinary ef- 
‘forts to win a land victory ‘before the ar- 
irival of the Russian second Pacific squad- 
‘ron.

The Report. 

The report ts as follows: 

This board finds nothing in the way 
of facts upon which to base an encour- 
aging report unless it be the discovered 
faith of a few in the ultimate success 
of the Epworth League movement. Some 
of our brethren are still debating the 
question as to whether or not there is a 
place in our church for the organization. 
A debate that is going on in their own 
minds despite the established fact that 
the Sunday school] does not and cannot 
do the work that the league should and 
must do, it being clearly demonstrated 
that from an early age of our boys and 
girls the Sunday school does not touch 
the lives of many that have been tm its 
hands from early childhood. Still debating 
despite the fact that the church is not 
reaching the young men and women in 
its other departments. Still debating not- 
withstanding the fact that within a few 
years the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation has doubled its membership, in- 
stitutions and builidings, and is reaching 
out and taking possession of fields and 
territories that nafurally belong to us, 
Confronted with statements gathered and 
put forth by such a man as Dr. John 
F. Goucher that “‘only about 2 per cent 
of the people of the United States who 
reach 23 years of age without a clear, 
personal identification with Christ and 
his church ever become Christians,”’ and 
the further statement that ‘‘the church 
which neglects her young people proves 
herself improvident, and “must neither 
woncer nor complain if heaven leaves 
her np:hing to nurse but her own desola- 
tions.”’ With the statement from more 
than one presiding elder in our own

1 walked toward the church where 
we were meeting, and in front of the 
church I found a crowd of preachers, 
members of the conference, who were 
smoking their cigars and chewing their 
tobacco, and they had so _ dirtied the 
sidewalk in front of the church that the 
ladies who wanted to enter had to lft 
their dresses to prevent them from be- 
coming contaminated by the filthy place,

ARIETTA,. Ga., Novem 
M (Special.)—The committee ‘on the 

Westley Memoria! hospital, which 
is to be established in Atlanta, was read 
to the North Georgia conference this 
afternoop by Dr. H. S. Bradley, pastor 
of Trinity church, Atlanta, who is chair- 
tran of the committee. The report was 
heard with extreme interest by the min- 
isters. It is as follows: 

In July, 1902, the district conference of 
the Atlanta district passed resolutions 
incorsing a pian to build a ‘“‘large’ down 
tcwn Methodist “meeting house," in the 
heart of the city of Atlanta, Ga. A

‘We have sighted our first land, and it 
ig the particular piece of land upon 
which the eyes of the immortal Chris- 
tepher Columbus first fell when he set 
out to discover us. Sailing from the 
eastward, as I remember the tale, he 
Grifted down into these southern waters, 
and his attention being attracted to a 
lot of seaweed and drift, he came to the 
conclusion, being something of a sea- 
faring man, that land was somewhere 
in the vicinity. After many days of 
anxious lookout, his eyes finally discov- 
ered a low-lying island covered with 
tropical vegetation, and he made for it. 

Immediately his feet touched the sa- 
cfed ground, that island became San 
Salvador. It bears that name today, 
but having long since passed from Span- 
ish hands into those of the modest Brit- 
ishers, it has acquired the additional 
name ‘“Watling’s,”” presumably after 
some Englishman. 

There had been much anxiety and 
epeculation concerning the time San §Sal- 
vador would be sighted. The amateur 
navigators of the party had, by means 
of rules and pencils, first figured out a 
midnight approach; they they were cer- 
tain it would be at 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and with that certainty in their 
hearts some of them had left orders to 
be called so they might catch the first 
blink of the Whtling light. Others Ddeing 
wiscr—or deeming themselves so, which 
fig the same thing—decided to shape their 
movements by the opinions of Cap- 
tain Nye, gallant master of 
gallant craft, and these lost no 
sleep, for it was 7 in the morning 
of Friday, the !8th, when we came close 
to this sacred bit of earth. 

San Salvador. 

When I studied geography I was taught 
that San Salvador was an island of the 
Bahama group, and I find it still is. 
There is nothing particularly attractive 
about the island as seen from the dis- 
tance save that it is land. The general 
impression it makes is of a long, low, 
sandy island, not unl'ke the sea islands 
off the Georgia coast; and indeed, the 
only difference is that it Hes a little 
south of those and a little farther out 
at sea, and that the few evidences of 
habitation bear a foreign aspect. 

Captain Nye, who is a mine of infor- 
mation concerning out-of-the-way bits 
of earth that jut up from the waters 
to add to the cares and anxieties of ma- 
rines, telis me that Watling’s, as it is 
generally called by sailors, lies north 
and south, is about !2 miles in length 
and 7 in breadth at its widest part. The 
Watling lighthouse of white stone, is 
bullt on an eminence known locally as 
Dixon's Hill. This is (15 feet above 
ievel, and the light blinks 50 
eet higher. It is a double flashing 
white light, and under favorable condi- 
tlens can be seen !9 miles out at sea, 

Cockburn town is the principa] settle- 
ment. The island has a population of 
not much more than 500, scattered 
pretty well over its face, so it is easy 
to believe that Cockburn town is not a 
place of any great commercial impor- 


tance. 
{There is no considerable woodland 
upon San Salvador. The interior is 
largely cut up by salt water lagoons, 
separated from each other by small 
wooded hills 100 to 140 feet high. Out- 
side of the historical association there 
seems to be very little to say for the 
island. While it is rated the most fer- 
tlie of the Bahama group, it is not of 
nearly so great importance as some of 
the others. Cattle raising is indulged 
in to some extent, and the best breed 
of-sheep in the Bahamas is raised here. 
That's about all there is to 
say of the island as seen by 
one who slides by it. We passed 
at a distance of less than 2 miles from 
the east shore. Several groups of houses 
were to be seen through the glasses. The 
vegetation in spots assumed shapes that 
caused much speculation among the wise 
men aboardship, some being positive 
these were shocks of corn, others that 
they were hops; still others were equally 
positive they saw wheat and varnous and 
sundry characters of vegetation. Cap- 
tain Nye said they were low growing 
trees, and while at first there were 


. Doubting Thomas, they finally came to 


the conclusion the captain had some 
knowledge of what he was talking about, 
The Bahama Group. 

I suppose the charts show how many 
islands there are in this Bahama group, 
but I fmagine the count varies about like 
it does in the estimates of the number 
of islands of diffcrent sizes In tne Philip- 
pines archipelago. That runs from 1,000 
to 3,000 according as some of the smaller 
ones are dignified by the name of 
island or designated as mere rocks, I 
know there are many more in this Ba- 
hame group than are shown by the or- 
dinary maps. Previous to 1783 
the Bahamas frequentiy changed 
ownership, but since that date Great 
Britain has been freezing to them. {Ut is 
@ remarkable group in a great many 
ways. 

The islands are irregularly shaped 
white sandstone islets and rocks. Many 
of them rise only a few feet above the 
gea; a majority. of them do not reach an 
altitude of 190 feet, but in a few places 
the hilltops measure up to about 400 feet. 
One peculiarity of the group !s what the 
Sailors call the steep-to. In taking sound- 
ings the lead will drop from 10 fathoms 
to 100 and more very suddenly. 
~ Taking the group as a whole, the vege- 
Ration is very scanty | 

But this does not mean there are not 
‘wery fertile spots on most of the islands. 
Cotton was once a valuable produgt on 
a g00d many of them, but, as in the 
islands along the Georgia coast, this in- 
dustry has been permitted to die out to 
@ very great;extent. I think it has en- 
tirely died out in the Bahamas. The soi) 
is light and stony, the principal products 
these days being fruits, Indian corn and 
vegetabies, There are a good many sheep 
raised—which fact gaye. me something of 
a surnrise. . 

Sait is the most important production, 
being raked In great abundance on many 
of the isiands. Fruits and sponges are

also exported, Cocoanut trees have been 
Planted rather extensively on some of 
the islands and a good deal of sugar is 
raised. : 

A feature’ of this bit of the world is 
the clearness of the sea. The smaller 
vessels plying between the islands are 
navigated targely from instructions of a 
man in the crow’s nest, who at that ele- 
vation, is able to see quite deeply into 
the waters. Both in summer and in win- 
ter the {tsland group is subject to sud- 
den squalls. | 

New Providence and Nassau. 

New Providence island is the seat of 
government of the group, and is accord- 
ingly the most important of the Baha; 
mas. A narrow ridge of wooded hilis 80 
{to 120 feet high skirts the northern shore. 
‘Nassau, the capital, stands on a ridge 
|about 5&5 miles from the east end of the 
island. It has a fair harbor, is in touch 
with the outside world by means of a 
cable to Jupiter inlet, and is very much 
a place, so far as beauty and attractive- 
ness goes. It is one of the most pic- 
turesque and well built towns in the 
West Indies and as everybody knows, is 
rated high as a winter resort. There is 
an excellent hotel at Nassau owzed by 
the government and leased to a well- 
known American hotel man. Steamers 
run down from New York and there ifs 
quite a gay season running from Novem- 
ber to May. Nassau is one of the rare 
spots of the earth. 

The largest of the Bahamas is Royal 
Island, but it igs not of so much im- 
portance as New Providence, The life 
on all these islands is that of the tropi- 
cal planter, easiest of al} advocations, 
Save perhaps that of clipping coupons 
from personally owned bonds. 

From the Bahamas our course 
through Crooked Passage,’ the 
route from 
the next light sighted was Bird Ruck 
light on Crovked Island. After 
came Acklin Island, 
of the Crooked Island group. This is 
43 miles long and has about 400 inhabi- 
tants, It Is pretentious enough in appear- 
ance, but apparently does not add much 
to the world’s totaj of productfveness. A 
quite unique sight near this island is a 
great, square white rock rising majes- 
tically and alone from the blue water. 
At a distance it looks enough lIike a 
white man of war to bring upon itself 
vicious assault from the Russian navy 
if that ever strays down this way. 

A group of low barren {slands seuth of 
this group is Mira Pos Vos, worthy of 
mention only, so far as I can see, from 
its name, 

First Sight of Cuba. 

This is al] there 1s of importance until 
Cape Maysi is seen. This is the eastern 
fextremity of Cuba, There ts a fixed 
white light 130 feet above the sea at 
Cape Maysi. Beyond and above this, as 
we saw it in the early hours of the morn- 
j ins, the land rises in three steps, from 
bows low sandy beach to the top of a 
ridge or plateau about 1,800 feet high, 
In the far distance are the peaks of the 
Cobre mountains, most noted among 
fhem The Anvil 27 miles pack from Cape 
Maysi., 

From Cape Maysi the ship’s course 
shows the distance to Santiago to be 117 
miles The land along this eastern end 
of Cuba would not be very attractive to 
the western or southern farmer seeking 
a place to ply his vocation, for it is 
about ag barren looking as land could 
be imagined to be, All hills and mvuun- 
tains, rather scanti'y wooded. Looking at 
it one is struck with the rather interest- 
ing similarity with the coust line of the 
Philippine Islands. 

The firet point of tnterest, as we 
Skirted the coast line at a distance of 
perhaps two miles off shore, was Guan- 
tanamo Bay. At the eastern entrance uf 
this bay, upon which @:ie American naval 
station is in process of formation, stands 
a@ light house to shed its red warning to 
ships as they pass In the night. The bay 
shows but little from the outside. The 
entrance is narrow, the bay itself lying 
back among the hills, Here is a small 
seaport, Calmanera, the town of Guan- 
tanamo being some fifteen miles inland. 
Back from the hill-protected shore, in 
the valleys, there are a number of quite 
large sugar plantations.

sign of life. Shipping of any character 
seems scant in these waters. The first 
evidence of life on shore was at Daiquiri, 
where there {s a large iron pier jutting 
out into the water. On the hillside near 
at hand were a number of rep-topped 
Spanish houses, Daiquiri is the iron ore 
shipping point of the southern coast of 
Cuba. As we rounded the point here, the 
little houses about the iron mines were 
seen nestling back among the hills 


Morro Castle in the Distance. 

Here we had our first glimpse of the 
Morro Castle, which marks the entrance 
into Santlago harbor, and which, it wil) 
be recalled, was such an interesting prob- 
lem during the war with Spain, furnish- 
ing as it doeg the main defense to the 
barbor. The red rovfed houses which 
were then barracks.for Spanish soldiers 
and are now held by the Cubans could 
be seen through the glass from Daiquire. 
From here every mile, every foot, is of 
historic interest. Those who had been 
permitted to nave part in the stirring 
events of those days kept us steadily 
interested in detailing their experiences.

P. W. Carver, of Boston, attorney for 
Mr. Newton, in a statement for his 
cilent, said that when the amount be- 
came payable it wag not met and then 
he, Mr. Carver, had a conference with 
Mrs. Chadwick and her counsél. 

“The statement was made to me,” said 
Mr. Carver, ‘‘that the securities held as 
a trust fund, would soon be released and 
that in a short time the various obliga- 
tions would be paid. Later I went to 
Cleveland, where I had a conference with 
Mr. Reynolds, but he refused to disciose 
any information as to the securities ijn 
his care.’

But give the south more time and 
let her critics investigate more con- 
scientiously. actual conditions before 
stating as a sympathetic finality, “it 
is a pity that the various resources of 
the south should not be more fully de- 
veloped.” 

If The Chronicle, or any other kind- 
ly or carping critic, will read up on 
the status of industry and commerce 
in this section, they will discover that 
in all directions the southern states 
ave actually advanced more rapidly 
in the last three decades than any 
other like stretch of territory simi 
larly circumstanced. The handicaps of 
reconstruction, of inferior and insuf- 
ficient labor, of pitifully inadequate 
capital and of former lack of confi- 
dence in the quarters from which it 
could be obtained were such that 
they could not be overcome in a day, 
a year or even a decade.

Would Give Square Deal. 
(From The Philadelphia Record.) 

F ever there was an astute politician 
| in the white house at Washington his 

name is Theodore Roosevelt. On the 
morni@y after the election there were 
those who thought that, flushed with his 
overwhelming triumph, he might proceed 
to run things with an iron hand, mak- 
ing enemies right and left and bringing 
upon himself the condemnation of frrena 
and foe, but the event has discredited the 
prophets ef evil. The president appears 
te be a changed man. Instead of rid- 
ing roughshod over the porstrate opposi- 
tion he seemg to have entered upon a 
policy of concflation that is bond to 
enhance his personal popularity, and in- 
cidentally to give him a tighter guip than 
ever upon the reins of power. 

Soon after the election came rumors 
from Was on that the executive was 
lending an attentive ear to the advocates 
of tariff revision after having beaten 
them to a standstill in a “‘stand-pat” 
campaign. Close upon the heels of this 
report followed the announcement that 
his attitude toward the south had been 
mfsunderstood, his position on the race 
question misconstrued, and that he con- 
templated measures which would make 
him solid with the dwellers below Mason 
and Dixon's line. Again, having wrested 
Missouri from her democratic moorings 
and set Senator Cockerel] adrift with the 
wreckage, we are told that President 
Roosevelt is planning to land him high 
and dry in a canal commfssionership. And 
now, as a consequence of the generous 
glow that suffuses his whole being, we 


entertain kindly feelings toward 
Thomas Jeffersom, whose genius he leuds 
without stint in a letter indorsing the 
project to raise a $2,000,000 endowment 
fund for the University of Virginia. 

Ail these straws convey the same sig- 
nificant indication of the direction of the 
wind. President Roosevelt has abjuréd 
the prospect of another term, and cannot 
be accused of shaping his course with a 
view to further political preferment; but 
he is doubtless desirious that his name 
shall be writ large in the pages of his- 
tory as one of the most popular presi- 
dents we have ever had.

FREIGHT RATE INJUNCTION 
CASE IS UP FOR HEARING 


Firet Day Is Consumed in Reading 


ef Bills and Answer — Judge 
Heart Will Continue Answer 
Today and Evidence Will 
Be Presented. 


‘The railroads which are fighting in the 
United States court to prevent the en- 
forcement of the re@uced rates promul- 
gated by the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion in circulars 30! and 302, announced 
in court yesterday when the hearing on 
the injunction suit wag resumed before 
Judge Newman,- through Colonel Ed 
Baxter, of Nashville, that they had 
abandoned the contention as to uncon- 
etitutionality of the act of 1879 creating 
a railroad commission. 

The legality of the existence of the 
railroad commission, therefore, is no lon- 
ger in question; it is the legality of its 
acts alone that now concerns the court. 

Tt was while reading the new bill for 
injunction filed by the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company that Colonel Bax- 
ter stated he had been informed of sub- 
sequent legislation which remedied any 
constitutional defect that might have 
existed in the act of 1879. 

“Therefore,” said he, ‘‘there is nothing 
in the point of unconstitutionality. 

The act of 1879, by which the railroad 
commission was created and given cer- 
tain powers, was attacked on the ground 
that the body of the bill conferred cer- 
tain powers on the railroad commission, 
no mentioned of which had been made 
in the caption. It was claimed on this 


ground that it was unconstitutional. The | 


powers granted to the railroad commis- 
sion under the act of 1879 and subse- 
quent acts were reenacted in the code of 
1895, and it was on this account that 
Colonel Baxter announced his abandon- 
ment ~° the point that the ratlroad com- 
mmission was operating under an uncofsti- 
tutional act, 
Hearing Is Begun. 

Both the railroads and the state an- 
nounced ready when the freight rate in- 
junction suits were called by Judge New- 
man at !0 o’ciock yesterday morning. 

There were present in court for the 
railroads Colonel Ed Baxter, of Nash- 
ville, reprasenting all of the complain- 
ants: Alex King, counsel for the Cen- 
tra] Trust Company of New York; T. 
M. Cunningham, Jr., of the Central of 
Georgia; W. E. Kay, of Brunswick, for 
the Atlantic Coast Line; J. L. Tye, for 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
THuis; Robert Alston, of the Atlantic 
Coast Line; Judge R. T. Dorsey, for the 
Southern Railway; E. T. Brown for the 
Seaboard Air Line, and Ma&jor Joseph 
Cumming, of Augusta, for the Georgia 
railroad. Among the railroad officials 
present were General Freight Agent L. 
Green, of the Southern; General Freight 
Agent A. Pope, of the Seaboard; Vice 
President and Traffic Manager W. A. 
Winburn, of the Central of Georgia; 
Chairman 8. F. Parrott, of the South- 
eastern Freight Association and others, 

Attorney General John C. Hart ap- 
peared for the railroad commission. As- 
sociated with him, representing the At- 
lanta Freight Bureau, were Hon. Hoke 
Smith, W. A. Wimbish, Charles T. Hop- 
kins and Morris Brandon. All of the 
members of the railroad cor gmispion, 
Chairman J. Pope Brown, Commission- 
ers Warner Hill and Joseph M. Brown 
were ingttedance, as was also Traffic 
Manager H. T. Moore, of the Atlanta 
freight bureau. 

Attorney General Hart insisted that 
each case stood on its own footing, and 
that they should be taken up separately. 
Mr. King stated that all the cases were 
practicaliy alike, and urged that they 
should be disposed of together, 

It was finally decided to take up first 
the bill of the Cenfral Trust Company of 
New York, under which the first in- 
junction against the enforcement of cir- 
cularg 30! and 302 was granted, together 
with the amended bill of the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company.

Judge 
Hart dealt with the puwers of the com- 
mission and contended it had acted within 
its clear rignts in establishing these rates. 

The manufacturers of other states, 
Judge Hart declared, had no right to 
demand such rates as would enable them 
to compete with Georgia manufacturers 
right in their own territory. The rail- 
roads had contended that the enforcement 
of these rates would necessitate the re-— 
duction of certain interstate rates at the, 
demand of manufacturers in other cities 
in order to enable them to compete with 
Georgia manufacturers. 

Judge Hart then entered into a state- 
ment of the proceedings before the rail- 
road commigsion to show that circulars 
$01 and 302 had not been promulgated 
upon demand of the Atlanta freight. bu- 
reau, because the freight bureau’s peti- 
tion had requested only a reduction in the 
port rates. He denied that these circu- 
lars had been issued through any spirit of 
Tevenge or to penalize the roads for fall- 
ing to reduce interstate rates, and de- 
clared that the commission 
made the admission that all local rates 
were just and reasonable, for conditions 
might arise which would make rates that 


fust and unreasonable at another. Thess 
reductions were made, he said, simply 
‘and solely because the commission con- 
sidered the ¢ircumstances demanded them. 
| Judge Hart hae only concluded aout 
‘half the state’s answer when the hour cf 
adjournment arrived. The hearing will! 
be resumed at !0 o'clock this morning. 
When Judge Hart has concluded the an- 
swer, evidence will be introduced by both 
sides. This evidence consisis of great 
masses of affidavits. The affidavits td 
be presented by the Central railroad alone 
lare saic to cover '69 typewritten pages.

FLORIDA EXPECTS RECORD 
YEAR, SAYS MR. J. B BROWNE 


OM JEFFERSON BEALE 
H BROWNE, chairman of the Florida 

railroad commission and member 
of the national democ¢ratic executive cum- 
mittee from Florida, is a guest at the 
Piedmont hotel. . Mr. Browne bears un- 
mistakably that$-indeseribable stamp of 
the man of affairs which comes from 
long association with great public in- 
terests and énterprises. Perhaps there 
is no man in the entire state better ac- 
quainted with the industria] history of 
Florida than is Mr. Browne, and for this 


reason what he had to say to a represen- 
tative of The Constitution yesterday is 
injportant because it.is true and profit- 
ably entertaining to all southerners, 
as: it has to de@® with the develop- 
ment of a section of the south that 
has come most rapidly to the fore dur- 
ing the past décade. 

“You ask me about the present pros- 
pects for Florida?’’ began Mr. Browne. 
“Really, that is rather a broad sub- 
ject, although a most interesting one. 
Yes, there is no doubt but that all pres-- 
ent indications are for the banner vear 
of the state. How about the oranges? 
1 supp&se everybody associates Florida 
immediately with oranges, and very nat- 
urally, although the fact is that this 
great industry has come to he utilized by 
Floridians almost as a side issue. 

“Don’t misunderstand me to in any 
way belittle the importance of the great 
orange crop of Florida, for I do not mean 
that. What I mean is that the diversified 
creps and interests of the state have 
been developed so generally that the or- 
ange crop has come to be looked upon 
as almost as much clear profit. The 
raising of celery, egg plant, peppers, cab- 
bags and, in fact, all kinds of garden 
truck, has become a tremendous indus- 
try in Florida, and the territory for this 
profitable export having been extended 
as far south as Manatee has increased 
the totel output to a remarkable de- 
gree, and of ‘course the resources of the 
State at the same tima 

“There was a time when Floridans de- 
voted practically al] of their time and 
money to the cultivation of oranges. But 
the big freeze of 1894 and 1895 put 
a stop to this. Since that time the people 
of the state have realized that it isn’t 
always best tv put all your eggs in one 
pesca As a result they have gone into 
diversified farming, while at the same 
|time they have not neglected their or- 
ange orchards. So it is, as I stated be- 
| fore, that the orange crop in these days 
| represents almost ‘all velvet,’ to borrow 
an expressive phrase. 

“The prospects for the orange crop 
, this year are the best in a long time. 
| Present estimates point to 1,890,000 
‘Crates, and as these oranges average 
($1.25 a crate, you can estimate what 
_the amount will be, and as I said before, 
prevent all of this is clear money for the 
people of the state. Another thing: Be- 


\ 


esac the great freeze a great many nortb- 
ern people came to Florida and invested 
their money in orange orchards, but when 
the freeze came they got discouraged and 
eold out. Since that time the big inter- 
ests and the development of these inter- 
ests have come directly into the hands of 
the native Floridans and the amount of 
Outside capital invested today is com- 
,Paratively small. All of which means 
| that the state and the people of the state 
[are growing prosperous together, which 
is as it should be.” 

As a member of the national demo- 
cratic executive committee, Mr. Browne 
was asked about the recent election. 
With a depractory shrug of his square 
shoulders and the raising of his hand, 
he dismissed tHe subject with the sig- 
nificant remark that he did not think 
the result had left any chance for dis- 
cussioh. “But Florida is safe,’ he 
added. 

“No, while few people realize the fact,” 
continued the commissioner, ‘turpentine 
and the naval stores with its bi-products 
has grown so rapidly that it has become 
the most important interest of the state, 
and it is still growing. Then, too, wh..e 
cotton is not one of the great products 
the past season has been a very good 
one, and as most of our cotton is of the 
sea island variety, it will bring more 
money into the state.”’ 

Mr. Browne, whose home is in Key 
West, although his official duties now 
require a residence at Tallahassee, was 
asked about the proposed extension of 
the: Florida Coast railway across the 
keys to Key West. 

‘The railroad commission has been 
asked to grant a tariff permitting the 
charge of 4 cents a mile for this sec- 
tion, and this they have done. Of course 
the building of this road will mean much 
to the state and its interests, and par- 
ticularly in connection with the open- 
img of the Panama canal. It has a har- 
b6r that is wonderful, and while there 
are at present some shoal places in th 
harbor, the government is already tak- 
ing a hand in the remedying of this dif- 
ficulty. Of course witn the building of 
the railroad to Key West, this harbor 
will open a direct way’to Panama. Tha! 
canal 1s goimg to mean a great deal to 
the south and a great deal to Florida, 
and while everybody says this, al] it 
takes is a little careful study on the 
part of any one interested to realize that 
this great enterprise must Mark a new 
era for this entire section. 

“As for the building of the railroad to 
Key West, of course, it will require a 
great deal of expense, and, as I under- 
stand it, about 25 miles of steel trestie 
in the bridging of the islands, 

‘Yes, the travel to Florida thas been 
increasing every winter and this season 
promises to be greater than ever. Of 
course we are always glad to see them 
come, and apparently all the world 
thinks there is no place quite like Florida 
for more ang more it is.coming every 
year, and every one who comes onte 
seems to get tne Florida habit and you 
can count on hig or her return.”

ADAMS PREPARES 
+ TO TIME OFFICE 


Republicans Scheming To Con- 
trol Supreme Court 


Peabody Will Name Two Additional 
Justices Before He Steps Down 
and Party Leaders Are 
Working To Fix the 

State Senate. 


Denver, November 28.—Governor-elect 
Alva Adams came to Denver from his 
home in Pueblo today, and will remain 
until after the banquet to be given in 
his honor tomorrow night. 

He does not take the threat of the re- 
publicans to prevent his accession to the 
governorship seriously, and he has rent- 
ed a house here for the two years of his 
term. Mr. Adams expressed the opinion 
today that Governor Peabody, after an 
investigation of the election returns, 
would reach the conclusion that he was 
not the people’s choice for Governor, and 
would gracefully retire. 

It is announced that Governor Peabody 
will appoint the two additional justices 
of the supreme court, irrespective of 
whether he holds office the next term or 
not. 

lnder the constitutional amendment 
adopted at the recent election, the court 
of appeals and the supreme court con- 
solidate on Apri] 5 next and two of the 
seven judges provided for are to be 
named by the governor. 

The legislature will meet one -week 
before the next term of governor begins. 
During that time or prior the state can- 
| vassing board will declare te amendment 
adopted. Governor Peabody will make 
the appointments and the senate, if re- 
publican, will confirm them. Should the 
democrats contro] the senate, Governor 
Peabody’s appointments will be rejected 
and Governor Adams will appoint the two 
judges. 

The canvass of the votes in Denver 
and Pueblo counties has not yet been 
‘completed, but from the unofficial returns 
it appears that the democrats will con- 
trol the senate by a majority of two or 
three, unless the state canvassing board 
throws out two or more the democrats 
who are apparently elected, as planned 
by the republicans who are preparing 
charges of fraud, and seats the republi- 
can candidates. The democrats are en- 
deavoring to checkmate their opponents 
by preparations to prosecute republican 
workers for alleged violations of the elec- 
tion laws.

A congregation whose ambition 
reaches after a building of that cost Is 
not a proper object for church extension 
help. ”

times regarded as too strict, partaking, 
it is said, of too much “red tane,"”’ what- 
ever that may mean, we desire. to say 
that none of our rules are arbitrary, 
but each one is founded in some good 
reason. Certainly -we have no disposi- 
tion, to make it difficult to obtain money 
to ald struggling churches. The presump- 
tion is that the board ts in full sym- 
pathy with all meritorious enterprises, 
but safety demands in disbursing this 
trust fund, which the church places in 
our hands, that it be placed where It is 
most needed. And this can only be done 
by observing wise rules.

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Eighth Ward School To Be 
Situated on Tenth 
Street. 


A special committee from the board 
of education, chosen for that purpose, 
yesterday made public their selection of 
a site for the proposed eighth ward pub- 
lic school. The committee consisted of 
Courtland § Winn, chairman; M. M, ' 
Turner and Hoke- Smith. 

Whe property chosen for a site is one 
of the most desirable locations in the 
city. It is on the north side of Tenth 
street, between Juniper street and Pied- 
mont avenue. The property has 150 
feet frontage, and extends back far 
enough to afford space for a commodi- 
ous school building and campus. It is 
part of the Walker estate, owned by 
Samuel Walker and his sister. 

The history of how the school for the 
baby ward wsd planned, réplanned, and 
how the deal was finally consummated 
should prove of interest to all Atlantans.

Shortcomings of A‘abamz Lep- 
islawe Ate So Describsd 


Effort To Convict Men Who Took 
Part in Lynching of Maples Is 
Cause of the Characteriza- 


tion Expressed in the 
Above. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 28.—(Spe- 
efal.)\—The shortcomings that may be laid 
at the door of the last legislature are 
becoming not only more numerous every 
day, but more troublesome. 

A Dill wag pateed to make Jefferson 
county a separate territory and give it 
& court with a chief justice and number 
of associates, but the law would not 
hold water, and Jefferson had to get back 
@s of old. 

The fourteenth circuit ts suffering from 
the general knowledge that it is weak 
8 was the Jefferson county Dill, and 
the fifteenth circuit ts in the same class, 
Which has clogged justice in these until 
cages involving the legality of the courts 
@re decided by the supreme court. 

Really Serious Situation. 

‘But ‘the really serious situation has de- 
veloped as result of the effort to convict 
men who took part in the lynching of 
Horace Maples, at Hunt=wville, last Sep- 
tember. After the lynching the judge 
of the sixteenth circuit called a special 
term of his court and secureai a number 
of inijéstments, which were declared il- 
legal by reason of the failure of the 
aforesaid estate judiciary bill to stanti the 
test of the courts. Thus the punishment 
of men known to be gullty could not be 
wecured, The grand jury investigated the 
actions of Sheriff Rodgers and recom. 
mended his impeachment, which the at- 
torney general, at the orders of the gov- 
ernor, attempted to bring about. But it 
could not be done. The new constirution 
took the impeachment of sheriffs from 
the lower courts and put it with the 
supreme court, but the legislature did 
not provide a law to carry it out, leav- 
ing the m@chinery for such action ap- 
plicable only in the lower court anti ren- 
dering the supreme court unable to reach 
the case; at the same time developing 
the fact that there is no way in Ala- 
bama at this time by which a sheriff 
may be impeached. He may do as he 
pleases and unless he becomes absolutely 
criminal in the way of taking money or 
bribe or something of that kind a sheriff 
cannot be impeached. 


Row £.Dout Succession. 

The new constitution also set the 
election of all county officers for Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November— 
the same day as state and national. The 
legislature did not take cognizance of it. 
The constitution says that they shall be 
elected at this time, yet the only law, 
an old: one; designating day of succes- 
sion, says ‘‘November 3, next after elec- 
tion.” As this old law was passed 
when the state elections were in Au- 
gust, it is easy to see that confusion ts 
sure to follow. The attorney general has 
ruled titat the men are entitled to go in 
at onze and many have been allowed t¢ 
. Go 80, but some contend that by the 
reading of the law they have the right 
to hold over until “November 3, next 
after election,” which will give them a 
year more than e'ected for. The constitu. 
tion makers clearly intended that the law 
would be changed so as to set some day 
shortly after November 3, but it was not, 
and the supposition is that the legisla- 

ture forgot it. 

Notable Cases. 

The most notable of the cases where 
the olf man is trying to hold over Is 
that of Chancellor R. B. Kelley. of the 
trortheastern chancery division. He and 
the new man, W. W. Whiteside, are 
both undertaking to hold courts. Mr. 
Kelley says he is only trying to protect 
the division; that if he is not the chan- 
cellor, the new man is not, for the law 
says he cannot become so for a yeor. 
The new man follows the ruling of the 
attorney general. Kelley says he would 
resign, but the attorney general has 
riled that the has nothing to resign, He 
has notified the state auditor that he 
will demand the salary. The probate 
judges of Lee county and of Perry county 
have decided to make a fight to hold 
over, as wel] as the clerk of the circuit 
court In Perry. Several county superin- 
tendents have taken the same action. It 
looks as if there would be a nice little 
row for some time to come.
